Deadline Extended For 
Energy Credits Program 


One week remains for jow-income senior citizens and 
disabled persons to file their applications for the state's 
Energy Credits Program. Tax Commissioner Edgar L. 
Lindley announced recently that since the regular dead- 
line of Sept. 1 falls on Labor Day this year, applicants will 
have until midnight on Sept. 2 to get their applications in 


the mail. 


The Energy Credits Program, one of the first in the 
country, assists low-income elderly or disabled persons 
in paying their heating bills. (The Energy Credits Program 
is operated from state funds only and is not connected 
with any Federally funded heating assistance programs). 


“Although the response of the public has been very 
gratifying,” Lindley said, “we want all potential applicants, 
and friends and families of potential applicants, to be 
aware of the end of the application period. The Energy 
Credits Program is not automatic. All recipients of last 
year's program must reapply to be considered for the 
1980-81 winter heating season.” 

In order to be eligible for the program, a person must 
meet the following three requirements: 1) Be a head of 
household or spouse; 2) Be 65 years of age or older during 
1980 or be totally and permanently disabled; and 3) Have 
total income for 1979 of no more than $9,000. If the 1979 
income exceeds $9,000 the 1980 income may be used 
provided it will not exceed $9,000 and the income from 
Jan. 1 through June 30, 1980 did not exceed $4,500. 

Standard applications (EC-2001) for persons who can- 
not use the renewal card are available at banks, libraries, 
post offices, senior citizen centers, area offices of the 
Commission on Aging, and District Offices of the Ohio 
Department of Taxation or by calling toll-free 1-800-282-

The Congressional Biack Caucus 
has been fulminating for months 
over the federal budget because, as 
they claim, jobs were being cut for 
Unfortunately, the job situation is 
going to remain serious no matter 
who gets elected president on Nov. 
4th. 

The job situation, as it applies to 
blacks, is one of a’‘continuous prob- 
lem. Despite. all the millions that 
have been spent in the past twenty- 
years, instead of putting a dent in 
the number of blacks unemployed, 
the number has almost doubled and, 
the outlook now is most ominous. 

So money is not the easy solution 
to jobs in industry and business. 

During these past twenty-years, 
the job situation in the United States 
has changed considerably. Just 
look at most of the things soldinour - 
stores and see where they are made.

The frail elderly, as defined by The 
Federal Council on Aging, “are peo- 
ple over 65 years of age, who, 
because ofan accumulation of var- 
ious continuing problems, require 


the assistance of a significant per- . 


son from time to time to aid them in 
coping with certain daily activities.” 
The frail elderly can usually be. 
identified as isolated, physically 
arid/or mentally feeble, poor, home- 
bound, unsupported and in general 
inperceptible. 
Statistical data reveals the eco- 
‘nomic plight of the frail elderly as 
being part of the poorest Americans. 
They face the continuous rise in the 
cost of Jiving and are forced to sub- 
sist on fixed incomes. As a result, 
their ability to meet steadily rising 


America and, due to financial con- 
Straints, they cannot move and 
maintain residence in more desira- 
ble areas. E 

Min rity frail and elderly persons 
do ar take advantage of existing 
services and benefits to which they 
are eftitied because of their lack of 
education and mistrust of these 
providing the services. Worse 
quently, they suffer most from low 
income, poor health, bad housing 
and social isolation. 

The United Neighborhood Cen- 
tersof “America; Inc. (UNCA), has 
implemented an Elderly Assistance 
Program, to identify frail elderly 
needs and to focus on the improve- 
ment of programs and services 
delivery to the underserved poor 
and frail elderly. With the support 
and growth of programs relevant to 
the needs of this group, such as pro- 
vided by. UNCA, the quality of life for 
the frail elderly will be significantly 
improved. < 
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Who is LeonLynch? What is it like to be 
the first biack top level officer of the larg- 
est industrial union in the AFL-ClO--the 
1.4 million member United Steelworkers 
of America? . 

To understand Leon Lynch and his’ 
accomplishments, you have to watch him 
in action. 

Mr. Lynch is considered by many insid- 
.ers to be among the one or two most 
important and influential black trade 
unionists In America. Civil rights teader 
Bayard Rustin says, “Leon.is the most 
effective.” Vernon Jordan, President of 
The Urban League said of Lynch, 
“Beyond question, he is one of the most 
important young men in organized labor 
and still greater things are to be expected 
of him.” After serving in his Steelworker 
post for three years, Leon Lynch, at age 
45, has a central role In the black-labor 
coalition. 

One thing that is important to know 
about Mr. Lynch's position in the Union: 

He is not just window dressing--a role 
many talented blacks have been con- 
signed to in major corporations where 
they serve mainly in public relations and 

nel capacities. His strength is bol- 
stered by the fact that he has been elected 
by tens-of-thousands of votes and not 
selected for his job. 

In addition to supervising the USWA 
Civil Rights Department, in his capacity 
as; Vice President (Human Affairs), Mr. 
Lynch oversees four other major compo- 
nents of the mammoth union--its 40,000 
member office, technical and profes- 
sional division and organizing, wage and 
arbitration departments--where “clear it 
with Leon” is the watchword. Four of the 
top administrative positions are held by 
blacks. John T. Smith, International 
Representative, is assistant to Mr. Lynch. 
Three of these five major departments are 
headed by blacks--Dee Jones (Wage), 
Frank Mont (Civil Rights) and Dee Gilliam 
(Arbitration)--who were appointed by the 
union's international President after con- 
sultation with Mr. Lynch and other top 
USWA officers. He also has responsibility 
for leading the USWA representatives on 
the committee that implements the 1974 
Consent agreement entered into by big 
steel and the union that established the 
nation's largest and most comprehensive

for blacks, other.minorities and women. 
To save this successful affirmative action 
program and all the others modeled after 
it, Mr. Lynch marshalled the USWA's legal 
resources to fight and finally win. in the 
Supreme. Court a favorable decision in 


the landmark Weber case... Le 


Leon tynch always has been in the 
frontlines of the civil rights struggle from. 
the streets of Selma, Alabama to the law’ 
courts in Washington, D.C. 

Perhaps, the most important thing to 
know about Leon Lynch, as “Jet” maga- 
zine pointed out, is that he is a good man, 
concerned about his fellow human 
beings, and he shows it. 


It's clear that Leon Lynch’s powerful 
position has gone to his heart, not his 
head. He uses it to help people outside as 
well as inside the union. In his efforts to 
provide all the people in his community 
with the most modern and best health 
care--Steelworker members are already 
covered by comprehensive medical 
insurance--he serves on the board of the 
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OVERSEEING five major departments of the 1.4-million-member United Steelworkerap! 
Vice President Leon Lynch has a busy schedule. At his Pittsburgh headquarters 


office, he goes over workload with his.top 


J.T. Smith (standing immediately to his

; Born in a poverty-stricken area in 
Edwards, Mississippi, Leon Lynch also’ 
has deep concern and keen insight into 
the problems and needs of young people, 
particularly deprived blacks. and other 
minority youth, for higher education or 
job training. This in part stems-from his 
own experience. Turning down a college 
football scholarship in order to earn 
money. for himself and his family, Mr. 
Lynch attended college at night until 
receiving his degree in 1967 from Roose- 
velt University in Chicago. In addition to 
working on behalf of the National Com- 
mission for Cooperative Education, the 
Negro Emergency Educational Drive and 
the United Negro College Fund’s Labor 
Committee, he is one of the guiding lights 
and fundraisers for Recruitment.and 
Training Program, Inc. (RTP), which has 
prepared some 51,000 black, other minor- 
ity.youth and women for skilled jobs in 
many industries, including steel and the 
building trades. 

Perhaps, Mr. Lynch's greatest satisfac- 
tion has been his contribution to forging 
unity between the labor and civil rights 
movements in pursuit of common goals-- 


such as, full employment, a higher min- 


imum wage and national health insu- 

rance. He has fought within the labor 

movement, particularly through his - 
membership on the AFL-CIO's highest 

civil rights body, to end all vestiges of 

discrimination and through his deep. 
involvement in the NAACP and other civil 

rights groups to insure that civil rights 

organizations do not support anti-labor 

and anti-black measures such as 

“Right-to-Work.” 

Mr. Lynch, has received many honors 
from his peers. For his accomplishments 
in the freedom struggle, Leon Lynch 
received the first Achievement Award 
ever given by the A. Philip Randolph Insti- 
tute in 1977, when it was headed by Mr. 
Randolph, the great black trade union 
leader, who died some months ago. 

Mr. Lynch's activities in fields as 
diverse as international affairs, organiz- 
ing and civil rights reflects his important 


role in all facets of union life. He did not 
Start from the top. He came out of a steel

In 
1973, he was appointed International 
Representative of the USWA by the then 
union president !.W. Abel and then ran for 
and was elected on February 8, 1977, to 
the newly-created post of International 
Vice President for Human Affairs. As he 
climbed this. union ladder, Mr. Lynch 
gained knowledge and experience in 
most aspects of union life... 


Leon Lynch does not have a lifetime job 
and cannot rest on his laurels for he, like 


‘the other officers, must come up for elec- 


tion every four years, And while he is part 
of the “McBride’ Team: he must compete 
with his opponent on the ballotin a union 
where less than one-third of its members 
are black.” The USWA is one of the very 
few unions that holds a membership elec- 


tion referendum for officers,.a massive | 


exercise in democratic participation. 
Leon Lynch will win or lose on his own 
merits. 

However, for Leon Lynch it has never 
been a totally man's world. He is married 
and his wife Estelle is accomplished in 
her own right, earning a Doctorate in 
education and teaching that subject at a 
number of colleges. They have three 
independent daughters in their early and 
late teens. \ 

While Leon Lynch is a hard runner, he is 


also a gentle man with a gift for}

Applications Being Taken 


Selling houses for one 
dollar is its slogan, but it is 
not a giveaway. Urban 


Homesteading is an inno-' 


vative approach toward the 
rejuvenationof older 
houses and neighbor- 
hoods in America's cities. 

in the five years since its 
inception in mid-1975, 
Urban Homesteading has 
become an outstanding 
example of the effective- 
ness of government and 
private cooperation. In 
Columbus, Ohio one of the 
23 cities originally chosen. 
for the program, this part- 
nership uses a combina- 
tion of private effort and 
public improvements in 
urban homestead target 
areas to achieve significant 
results. 

Urban Homestead- 

ing Program in Columbus 
is administered through 
the Community Develop- 
ment Division of the 
Department of Develop- 
ment. Kenneth L. Angel, 
Columbus’ homesteading 
‘coordinator, described the 
evolution of the program. 
Initially, homes were 
obtained through HUD's 
Property Release Option 
Program (PROP). Feder- 
ally guaranteed loans on 
these houses had been 
foreclosed but their condi- 
tion or location.made them 
-too unattractive to sell on 
the open market. 

In addition, because the 
homes were scattered 
throughout Columbus, the 
impact on individual 
neighborhoods w a s 
limited. Recalling this 
phase of the program, 
Angel Said, “You can't just

Development target areas.

There are 
not income restrictions, 
but the cost of rehabilita- 
tion, maintenance, utilities 
and insurance must be less 
than twenty-five percent of 
the homesteader’s income. 
Once an individual is

must inspect the house or 
houses of his choice before 
@éntering his name in the 
lottery. A lottery system is 
required because of the 
widespread interest in the 
opportunities available 
through the Urban Homes- 
tead Program. In one case, 
the interest was so. intense 
that 175 people were com- 
peting for the same house. 
The lotteries are held in 
City.

Larry 
is now living in his rehabili- 
tated home at 705 Oak- 
wood, and is justifiably 
proud of his own home and 
its effect on the neigh- 
horhood. 

Such pride is the result of 
a pioneering spirit reminis- 
cent of nineteenth century 
America. This new genera- 
tion of homesteaders is not 


involved ina giveaway pro- ~ 


gram. They earn their pride 
by doing as much of the 
rehabilitation as they can 


on their own. 


Criteria for Eligibility 

The ground rules for the 
program are simple: To 
qualify for the program, the 
potential homesteader 
must: 1) show proof of hav- 
ing financial or technical 
skills to rehabilitate a 
homestead; 2) bring the 
homestead to habitable 
standards under the 
Columbus housing codes 
within six months of. con- 
veyance of the homestead; 

3) bring the homestead 
to full housing code stand- 
ards within 18 months; and
